Blessed  be  Thou,  who  hast  given  us  the 
fruits  of  the  earth  in  their  season:  Teach  us  to  remember  that  it 
is  not  by  bread  alone  that  man  doth  live  ;  but  grant  that  we  may 
feed  on  Him  who  is  the  true  Bread  which  cometh  down  from 
heaven,  even  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  to  whom  with 
Thee,  0  Father,  and  Thee,  0  Holy  Ghost,  be  honor  and  glory 
for  ever  and  ever.     Amen, 

0  MERCIFUL  GOD,  at  whose  bidding  the  earth  withholdeth 
her  increase,  or  again  rendereth  her  fruits  in  their  seasons; 
give  us  grace  that  we  may  learn  alike  from  Thy  mercies  and  from 
Thy  judgments  our  entire  dependence  on  Thee  for  the  supply  of 
our  daily  bread,  and  being  fully  persuaded  that  whatever  blessing

Thou  hast  watered  our  fields  with  the  dews  of  heaven,  and 
poured  out  upon  us  the  former  and  the  latter  rain,  according  to 
our  need :  Thou  hast  reserved  unto  us  the  appointed  weeks  of  the 
harvest.  And  now  we  further  beseech  Thee,  merciful  Father,  to 
shower  down  upon  us  Thy  heavenly  grace,  and  endue  us  with  the 
gifts  of  Thy  Holy  Spirit,  so  that  we  may  bring  forth  abundant  fruits 
to  Thy  glory,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen.
